RETAILERS in the town’s shopping 
hubs are urging locals to flock to their 
stores in the run-up to Christmas, as 
they look to battle a double-whammy 
of challenges. 

Shops say they are fighting an on-going credit 
squeeze which threatens to get worse over the 
festive season, and road works on the ring road 
which have produced snarl-ups around the town. 

Yet they remain confident shoppers will be 
lured in by the variety of shops the town boasts. 

Jo James, director of membership services for 
Kent Invicta Chamber of Commerce, which rep¬ 
resents businesses in the town, said shops were 
up to the task and ready to impress. 

She told Yourashford: “There is no doubt the 
road works are putting people off. Businesses in 
the town need our help and support. We are fac¬ 
ing a tighter business environment so we need to 
put out a positive message. 

“There is plenty of variety in Ashford and we 
want people to come and seek out bargains.” 

With the town’s Christmas lights turned on last 
Saturday and Park Mall’s lighting up this week¬ 
end, shoppers are already getting in the festive 
mood with less than five weeks to the big day. 

Town centre co-ordinator Viv Kenny also 
believes road works could have a detrimental 
effect on Ashford’s Christmas unless a concerted 
effort is made to remind people local businesses 
need their support. 

She said: ‘We have a wide range of shops which 
cater for just about everyone. Admittedly, there 
have been worrying signs in the general econom¬ 
ic picture but we need people to come into the 
town despite the road hold-ups.” 

As County Square continues its expansion and

FORMER Ashford MP Sir 
Keith Speed has suggested 
another company could run 
high-speed continental rail 
services from Ashford if 
Eurostar refuses to go back 
on its decision to cancel 
services to Brussels. 

International services from 
Ebbsfleet began this week meaning 
an end to services to Brussels. 
Services to Paris are to be cut in half. 

Mr Speed said: “Maybe another 
company could come along and run a 
service that we want from Ashford. I 
am sure there is scope for another 
company to operate from the sta¬ 
tion.” 

The option of having another oper¬ 
ator run services from Ashford has 
also been backed by South East Euro 
MP Richard Ashworth. 

He said: “The immediate future for 
Ashford International is glum, but 
its best hope rests with another oper¬ 
ator. 

“My message to Eurostar is; if you 
can’t provide services from Ashford, 
step aside and allow someone else 
to.” 

Mr Speed, the town’s MP from 
1974 to 1997, added: “I think, to some 
extent, Eurostar have never been 
very keen on the Ashford station. 

“It has been not as well publicised 
as other stations on the network 
such as Waterloo and now St 
Pancras. 

“If you ask many local people about 
when the services run and how much 
they cost they would not be able to 
tell you.” 

The opening of the international 
terminal in Ashford was originally 
hailed as one of the keep factors in 
the town’s boom town status. 

Mr Speed said: “To tell people that

getting to Ebbsfleet is as easy as 
Ashford is nonsense. We all know 
how congested the M20 gets. 

“You have to allow two hours to get 
there by which time you could be in 
Paris.” 

The choice of Ebbsfleet over 
Ashford is seen as a kick in the teeth 
for the town’s growth plans. 

Mr Speed said: “The government 
has to make up its mind about 
Ashford. It is being said it will be a 
growth area but at the same time the 
very thing that makes it attractive to 
people is being cut back. 

“Ashford had to put up with the 
problems of building the link and it 
has now lost many of the advantages 
that come with it. 

“Brussels is a key station that 
opens up the whole of Europe to rail 
travellers.” 

MPs from around the area are still 
lobbying for Eurostar to change its 
decision. 

The company says it will keep the 
situation under review.

CAMPAIGNER Jack Cowan is 
looking for sponsors to help realise 
his dream of a purpose-built the¬ 
atre in the centre of Ashford. 

And Mr Cowan hopes one day the former 
Odeon cinema site - now the Mecca bingo hall 
- will become a showpiece theatre and cultural 
centre bringing life to the heart of the town. 

To reinforce his plans he is planning a special 
open show at County Square on April 5 next 
year that will feature everything from choirs to 
puppet shows. 

He said: “The aim is to show that there are 
plenty of organisations that need a home and 
that the Odeon would be the ideal home for 
them.” 

Mr Cowan says it is a sin that a town like 
Ashford which is earmarked for major growth 
hasn’t got a proper theatre. 

He looks with envy at places like Faversham 
and Whitstable which have thriving theatre 
groups which pack crowds in for their perform¬ 
ances. 

Yourashford exclusively revealed his cam¬ 
paign to bring a theatre to the town in 
September. 

He said: “At one time the Stour Centre was 
supposed to be a theatre venue but putting on 
a play would probably clash with the five-a-side 
football.” 

So far he has formed a steering committee 
with a few like-minded enthusiasts and he is 
reinforcing that with an online campaign to 
promote the theatre project plans. 

He said: ‘We want to provide something 
Ashford hasn’t got but it will have to generate 
income. We believe when the building isn’t 
being used to put on shows we can use it for 
conferences or to show films. 


‘We want to get the people of Ashford and the 
councillors on board. We are full of ideas. The 
open show is the first of many. We would wel¬ 


come ideas from people in the town. We have 
just got to keep battling away until we achieve 
our dream of a proper theatre for the town.” 


Brave Holly turns on 
the Christmas lights 

THE switch for the town centre lights 
was flicked on Saturday as shoppers 
flocked for a festive fun day. 

The ‘Child of Courage’ chosen to switch 
on the lights was Holly Varrall, 17, who 
has spent many years at the William 
Harvey Hospital undergoing treatment 
for a rare blood disorder called 
Myelodysplastic syndrome. 

The disease affects the number of 
blood cells produced by the body. 

Holly raised more than £1,000 for the 
Padua Ward at the hospital. 

Niki Wakefield, who works on the 
ward, said: ‘We chose Holly for the child 
of courage this year due to the fact that 
despite her illness Holly has always been 
a cheerful, polite, happy girl who has not 
only managed to do extremely well in 
school but has also managed to help the 
ward and other patients. 

“The money she raised helped to create 
an amazing oncology and adolescent sit¬ 
ting room fully decorated and kitted out 
with all the latest furniture and electri¬ 
cal goods. 

“It has made a huge difference to our 
ward and all the patients that make reg¬ 
ular use of it.

Fine mess 
leaflets 
get us into 


Farmers warned 
over bluetongue 
'epidemic' threat 


PEOPLE handing out leaflets and 
flyers could soon be subject to a 
fixed penalty fine and a court 
appearance. 

The proposals put forward by 
Ashford council would mean that 
anyone found distributing the 
materials without a licence could 
be fined £75. The maximum fine 
could be as much as £2,500 if the 
matter goes to the magistrates. 

A spokesman for Ashford council 
said: “These types of materials 
often end up thrown away as litter, 
which not only harms the environ¬ 
ment but places added pressure on 
council street cleansing services.” 

The ban is proposed to start in 
January next year. 

The council has proposed the new 
law to crackdown on the amount of 
free materials distributed around 
the borough. 

Anyone wishing to distribute fly¬ 
ers will have to apply to the council 
for a permit. 

The order would also stop anyone 
distributing material that encour¬ 
ages illegal behaviour. 

Political and religious groups, as 
well as charities, would be exempt. 


FARMERS were given a stark warn¬ 
ing that they could be facing a blue¬ 
tongue epidemic next summer. 

Top Dutch expert Dr Dann 
Dirksen told sheep farmers, at a spe¬ 
cial meeting at Ashford Market, the 
disease could be carried across the 
country by British-based midges. 

So far the disease has been con¬ 
fined to a farm at Boughton Aluph, 
another near Sevenoaks and one 
near Rye. 

But it has played havoc with live¬ 
stock movement and trade across 
the borough. 

Experts believe the disease, which 
attacks sheep, cattle and even deer, 
gained a foothold after a swarm of 
carrier insects was blown across 
from Belgium. 

Dr Dirksen believes the infected 
midges will have passed the virus to 
seven native species, potentially 
spreading it as far as Scotland. 

The meeting was organised by the 


National Sheep Association. South 
East regional secretary Alan West 
said control zones had worked so far 
but that wouldn’t neccesarily be the 
case next summer. 

He said: “I took Dr Dirksen on a 
tour of Romney Marsh before the 
meeting and he said it is highly like¬ 
ly that some cases had passed with¬ 
out comment. 

“In some cases the animal would 
have shaken off a mild form of the 
virus or it might have been misdiag¬ 
nosed. Bluetongue resembles many 
other illnesses, including foot and 
mouth. Dr Dirksen said for every 
case detected there are 10 others 
that aren’t. 

“We don’t think it will be possible 
to find a cure in the next year. At the 
moment animals in the control zones 
aren’t being moved. We can’t hope 
that a cold winter will kill the dis¬ 
ease off because there is no guaran¬ 
tee that it will.”

more slowly 


A MEMBER of a road safety 
group is demanding that speed 
limits be slashed around the bor¬ 
ough to prevent the mounting toll 
of casualties on our highways. 

Ted Pragnell, of the national RoadPeace 
organisation - which campaigns for safer 
roads - is also demanding a pedestrian cross¬ 
ing be installed on the A28 Canterbury Road 
in Kennington. 

He told Yourashford: “I live on the A28, 
which is particularly bad for speeding. In 
Kennington where we have a parade of shops 
it can be extremely difficult for older people 
and children to get across the road. 

“We have been waiting for a pedestrian 
crossing ages, but Kent Highways say we 
can’t have one because the traffic along the 
road travels too fast. This is odd because this 
is supposed to be a 30mph limit. Somebody 
should get those drivers to curb their speed.”

According to figures released by 
RoadPeace, a fifth of drivers travel over 
35mph in 30mph zones. 

Mr Pragnell said that where he lives on the 
Canterbury Road there is a busy bus stop 
which everyone has to cross the road to get to. 
There is also a pathway to three schools in 
the area and a large housing estate. 

He said: “There really needs to be some sort 
of crossing.” 

RoadPeace has campaigned for a 20mph 
limit across the board in urban areas. Mr 
Pragnell said the UK should follow the exam¬ 
ple in Europe. 

He said: “In Germany, in the residential 
areas the speed limit is 30 kilometres per 
hour which is about 18 mph. 

“Speed is always said to be critical when it 
comes to pedestrians surviving an accident. 

“In my eyes when a driver says they are

willing to break the speed limit what they are 
actually saying is they are prepared to kill 
someone. 

“We treat motoring offences too leniently in 
this country.” 

Spokesperson for Kent Highways, Kate 
Nowowiecki, said: “Following a directive from 
the Department for Transport, all road speed 
limits are under review. 

“A and B roads will be reviewed first, but 
we do not yet know precisely when this will 
be done.”

A LAUGHING scruff who sprayed two 
teenagers in the face with what police believe 
was pepper spray and then ran off, is being 
hunted by police. 

The attack took place near the Tesco super¬ 
market at Park Farm at around 7.30pm on 
Monday, November 12.

QUESTION & ANSWER 





How long have you been associated with Ashford? 


A I have lived in Ashford for the last two 
years, during that time I have formed a 
strong bond within the creative community 
and organised many art-based events. 

A How did you first become interested in art? 


A I have always been an artist but it’s only in 
the last three to four years that I have 
been able to make it my chosen career. 

I have pushed very hard to get where I am 
today; art is all about taking calculated risks. 

I firmly believe in bringing art to the people 
and don’t think it should be seen as elitist. 

Q Is being an artist these days more about creating con¬ 
troversy or demonstrating your skill in the medium you 
use? 

A I personally think it’s a delicate mix of the 
two. Of course, with any art piece you cre¬ 
ate, the artist always wants to provoke a reac¬ 
tion, but it’s very rarely fuelled by a desire to 
be controversial and to offend people. 

Sadly, people can get caught up in how much 
of the ‘taxpayers’ money the piece cost but 
very often an artist is working off of their own 
back and putting in tremendous amounts of 
their own time and money. 

Naturally in creating any piece of artwork 


you are demonstrating your skill in your cho¬ 
sen medium. 

Q What do you think of the changes that are happening to 
Ashford? Can art be used to help create a sense of com¬ 
munity? 

A Dramatic public art projects appear all 
around the world and can quickly become 
a big talking point for a town. 

It’s incredible how an artist working on a 
piece of art within a community can really get 
people talking and forming opinions. 

Q Recent artworks around Ashford seem to have attract¬ 
ed quite a lot of negative press. Why do you think this is 
the case? What has been the response to your work entitled 
’Nimby? 

A lt’s sad that it tends to be the people that 
don’t like something are the ones who are 
keen to express their opinions. 

We were incredibly lucky to have interna¬ 
tionally renowned artists working in Ashford 
for the Lost O project and during their time 
here I think it got Ashford residents thinking 
and helped them to realise there is more to art 
than painting. 

So far the response from most people has 
been very positive about ‘Nimby’. 

It shows two policeman chasing an elephant 
across a field. 

I paid to put the work up myself. It has cre¬ 
ated a lot of debate which is what I think good 
art should do. 


Q 


If you had not become an artist what else might you 
have done and why? 


A I have always been heavily interested in 
anything creative so probably a graphic 
designer, failing that I love the idea of working 
in the music industry. I play the electric guitar 
so had things turned out differently I would 
love to be in a successful band. 


Q 


What do you like about modern technology? How does 
it affect your art? 


A I am fascinated by technology and rely 
heavily on it in both in my daily life and in 
the creation of my artwork. I honestly couldn’t 
live without email and the internet, and sites 
like Facebook and MySpace are always good 
fun for meeting and catching up with friends. 
The internet allows my work to be seen 
around the world and as a result I have had 
people contact me from New York, Toulouse, 
Germany and Holland to discuss my artwork.

Did you have any childhood heroes or other people who 
influenced you? 


A My heroes tend to be fellow artists; 

Banksy, Blek le Rat, Warhol, Lichtenstein 
but as my taste change so frequently it’s hard 
to pin anyone down who has had a strong 
influence on my life. I tend to just do what I 
want to and I am glad my work has been well 
received.

Bluewater'

‘CRASH site’ road signs have been 
placed at accident blackspots 
across Kent in a bid to reduce the 
number of motorbike fatalities - 
which has almost doubled this 
year. 

The campaign follows 25 fatalities on the 
county’s roads so far this year, up from just 13 
in the whole of 2006. 

Kent Highways Service (KHS) has 
installed the warnings on seven A roads 
across the county, where motorcyclists have 
died in the last five years. 

It is hoped the signs, which feature a motor¬ 
cyclist image, will raise awareness of previ¬ 
ous crashes. 

The crash site signs can currently be seen 
on the A28 between Ashford and High 
Halden, and Canterbury and Thanet, the A20 
between Ashford and Maidstone, the A259 
between New Romney and the Sussex border, 
the A2070 between Ashford and Brenzett, the 
A21 between Lamberhurst and Flimwell, 
and the A229 between Linton and 
Hawkhurst. 

Motorcyclist safety officer for KHS Tom 
Morton, said: “Motorcyclists are among the 
most vulnerable vehicles that use the roads. 

“If a car and a bike are involved in a colli¬ 
sion, 99 times out of 100, the bike, along with 
the rider, come off worse. 

“Having seen these signs, we hope that rid¬ 
ers and drivers will think more about the 
road ahead and the potential danger. 

“It is our intention to leave these signs in 
place for at least six months and then relo¬ 
cate them on other routes at other crash 
sites. The effect can then be monitored and 
evaluated, site by site.” 


BIKER TIPS 

Think about all the hazards that are visible and 
allow for the unexpected ones that are not. 

Ride on what you can see, not on what you think 
is there. 

Concentrate on your own ride; don't be tempted 
to ride at the speed of others in a group if you're 
not happy with it. 

Always leave a little in reserve; riding on the 
edge of the envelope will eventually lead to a 
crash. 

Be bright and be seen - wear something bright, 
it might not be cool but neither is a hospital visit. 

Slow down... kill your speed before it kills you. 

Other road users have also been targeted 
by highways services with ‘Think Bike’ 
posters placed at key junctions warning driv¬ 
ers to look for bikers before they move off. 

Mr Morton said: “Sometimes it’s the actions 
of drivers that put motorcyclists at risk and 
sometimes it’s the actions of the motorcyclist. 
For whatever reason, the outcome is often the 
same - serious injury to the motorcyclist. 

“Motorcyclists are clearly vulnerable; they 
have less protection, drivers often don’t make 
enough effort to look for them and changing 
road and lighting conditions can present 
greater challenges to them. 

“A lot of motorcyclist crashes happen with 
no other vehicle involved; loss of control being 
a particular factor. However, motorcyclists 
have always been vulnerable to car drivers 
pulling out in front of them, especially cars 
turning right, and this has been a factor in 
many crashes this year.” 


Firefighters call for new 
homes to have sprinklers 

FIREFIGHTERS have launched a cam¬ 
paign to convince developers and planning 
bosses to install sprinkler systems in homes 
and schools across Kent. 

Kent Fire and Rescue Service unveiled 
the initiative as part of its bid to cut the 
number of fire-related deaths to zero. 

Charlie Hendry, the chief fire officer, said: 
“Kent and Medway face a massive house¬ 
building programme over the coming years 
and I believe those who plan, design and 
build new homes have a responsibility to 
make sure residents are safe from the 
potentially devastating effects of fire. 

“We are urging the county’s key opinion 
formers to endorse the installation of sprin¬ 
kler systems in all new homes and also in 
existing properties where vulnerable people 
are most at risk.” 

Council chief executives, planning officers 
and landlords were invited to the launch of 
the Safer with Sprinklers campaign in 
Maidstone on Friday. 

Joyce Rhodes, the headteacher of Lympne 
School near Folkestone, described how the 
school was destroyed by fire and the impact 
this had on the community. 

Police to keep an extra 
eye on high-speed link 

EXTRA police are being drafted in to patrol 
vulnerable spots along the new high-speed 
rail link. 

Officers will be covering the tunnel 
entrance at Folkestone and the major sta¬ 
tions at Ashford and Ebbsfleet. 

Chief Inspector Jeff Boothe, of British 
Transport Police, has promised “world class 
policing service for this world class rail¬ 
way’. 

Initially 75 police and community support 
officers will operate 24 hours a day on a 
five-shift pattern. This will rise to 100 when 
a new station at Stratford opens in 2009. 

‘We will undertake high visibility patrols, 
but we will also be intelligence-led to make 
the best use of our resources and working 
with partners locally in a joint problem 
solving approach,” said Ch Insp Boothe. 

Eurostar switched its London terminal 
from Waterloo station to St Pancras on 
Wednesday last week, with trains from 
Ebbsfleet International also now running 
from Monday.

Extra tax isn't the answer 
to Britain's booze problem 


SOMEWHAT predictably, a tax 
hike has been suggested to get 
Britain off booze, or at least spread 
the damage more equally between 
pocket and liver. 

But will 20p extra on every pint really help 
the habitually hammered, or is this just anoth¬ 
er way of squeezing every last drop out of our 
collective cup? 

According to top doctors, Britain’s boozing is 
so out of control it makes the Greek god of 
wine, Bacchus, look like a designated driver. 
Our hedonism knows no bounds, but given our 
status as mere mortals, our over-indulgence is 
taking its toll. 

According to the BBC, 13 children a day end 
up in hospital due to drink-related disorders, 
and for the first time in significant numbers, 
people in their 20s are suffering alcohol-relat¬ 
ed liver disease. 

Doctors say raising tax would stop up to a 
third of alcohol-related deaths, which have 
doubled since the 1990s. 


You can’t put that one down to a dodgy 
kebab. 

But are more taxes really the answer? 

It would be more constructive to ask why it 
is increasing numbers of people feel the need 
to drink themselves into hospital. 

Just because it’s cheap to do so? I don’t buy 
that for a minute. 

We are working longer hours, having fewer 
holidays and generally getting less time to 
unwind than ever before. 

If a study carried out earlier this year is to be 
believed, people were happier in the 1950s 
than in today’s material, money-driven world. 

For some, could alcohol simply be a way of 
forgetting the weekly grind we have created 
for ourselves as we strive to buy bigger LCD 
HD televisions boasting table size screens and 
increasing numbers of acronyms? 

We are also told we are facing the biggest 
threat to our security since the Cold War, not 
to mention the fact the planet is warming up 
faster than yesterday night’s half eaten take¬ 
away. 

It’s enough to drive anyone to drink, as we 


seem to be proving more than adequately 

Some of my friends are doctors. Not top doc¬ 
tors mind you, but medical students and jun¬ 
iors whose sleep to work ratio is questionable 
at best. Some of them drink... a lot. 

And they are not alone. White collar winos 
are on the increase, and contrary to what they 
might like to think, it’s the middle classes who 
are suffering more and more alcohol-related 
problems. 

A couple of glasses of wine every night on 
your leather sofa while watching DVDs of Cold 
Feet or the latest re-run of Midsomer Murder 
sounds less sordid than a few pints of Stella 
down the pub, but the reality is that your liver 
will struggle to tell the difference. 

So instead of fighting the symptoms with 
unscrupulous and short sighted taxes, would¬ 
n’t it be better to tackle what’s causing us to 
turn to stress relief in liquid form?

Patsy Stolten, manager 
of the Demelza House 
charity shop in Bank 
Street, discusses the 
town and her work 


How long have you worked here? 

I have been the manager here for seven years. But 
before that I worked at homeless charity Shelter. 
Demelza House is a charity set up to provide a children's 
hospice in the South East. Demelza is the name of a 
young woman who used to work in a children's hospice 
in Birmingham. Unfortunately, she died at a young age 
but her father had been so impressed by the work she 
had done he thought it was time that a similar facility 
be built in Kent. The actual hospice is near 
Sittingbourne. 

How many volunteers do you have? 

We have about 15 volunteers. Two of our longest serv¬ 
ing assistants will be retiring soon. Dorothy Stillwell 
and Ruth Marsh have been here for six-and-a-half years 
and have served us very well. Everyone enjoys working 
in the shop, but with the two of them leaving, we do 
need two new volunteers. It is good if we can get a cou¬ 
ple, either a husband and wife, or relatives, or close 
friends. Dot and Ruth are sisters and they do a great 
job. 

What do you think of Ashford as a town? 

I have actually worked in this road for 30 years and 
during that time it has certainly changed an awful lot. 
Sometimes I think that it has lost the plot a bit but 
hopefully things will improve. 

What I would appeal for is for your readers' help. We 
really need more toys at the moment. It is always good 
to be able to put them in the window as we run up to 
Christmas; as we are a children's charity that helps too. 
Our shop is still trading very well I think it has a good 
future in front of it.

No quiet life 
yet, for Jude

HE’S one of the most talked about 
actors in the UK thanks to a rather 
colourful personal life and a thriv¬ 
ing Hollywood career. But Jude 
Law insists he loathes the celebri¬ 
ty culture and wants nothing more 
than a quiet life. 

“This obsession with gossip and second rate 
information is like a cancer that’s taken over,” 
he says. “I have never had an interest in what 
someone weighs or what they wear.” 

But, whether he likes it or not, the London- 
born star has become a paparazzi favourite 
thanks to his volatile split with ex-wife Sadie 
Frost and his subsequent on-off relationship 
with actress Sienna Miller. 

Though his career has gone from strength to 
strength with starring roles in movies such as 
Cold Mountain and The Talented Mr Ripley - 
for which he gained Oscar-nominations - Jude 
admits he’s paying a high price for fame. 

“It’s like being followed by snipers,” he says, 
“but I just try hard to ignore it and lead a quiet 
life.” 

In just a few years Jude has gone from bit-part 
actor in the short-lived soap Families to one of 
our most successful exports to Hollywood. 

He has worked alongside some of the biggest 
names in the business and his latest movie 
sees him sharing the big screen with British 
acting legend Sir Michael Caine. 

The pair appear in an updated version of the 
1972 film Sleuth. Though Caine starred in the 
original film - about two men fighting over a 
woman the audience never meets - Jude, who 
co-produced the latest version, insists it’s not a 
remake.

“In the 1972 version there are six characters 
and in this one there are just two,” he says. 
“And most of the dialogue in this film is not in 
the original. I was fascinated by the premise of 
how two men fight for a woman you never 
meet.” 

As well as starring in and producing the 
movie, the multi-talented actor also proves 
he’s become a real player by enlisting 
acclaimed playwright Harold Pinter to pen the 
latest screenplay and Kenneth Branagh to 
direct it. 

It’s not the first time the actor has followed 
in the footsteps of Caine, as two years ago he 
appeared in the remake of Alfie, where Jude 
hooked up with now ex Sienna Miller. But 
though the film made a star of Caine in the 
1966 movie, Jude’s version bombed at the box 
office. 

“You can’t regret choices you’ve made in this

business,” says Jude of the movie flop. “You 
learn from them and you pick yourself up, dust 
yourself down and move on.” 

These days the star seems to have put his 
troubles behind him and says his four kids by 
Sadie Frost have helped to ground him and 
enable him to focus on his work. 

“They are their own little team now,” he says 
of Rudy, five, Iris, seven, Rafferty, 10, and step¬ 
son Finlay, 17. “That meant that my responsi¬ 
bility was to myself and I could change the 
rhythm of my work.” 

There’s no shortage of work either. With his 
packed schedule it looks as if he’ll have to put 
up with the inevitable lack of privacy for a 
while longer.

Be pampered on the piste

AFTER a busy day on the slopes I 
soothed my ski-wrecked legs in the 
luxury spa of Italy’s newest moun¬ 
tain resort. 

My friend, who happened to be holidaying 
simultaneously in nearby Sauze d’Oulx, was 
soothing hers with beer and vodka shooters. 

A few hours later I was dining on a four- 
course Italian feast in one of the resort’s three 
fine restaurants. My friend was filling up on 
free bar snacks in an English pub. 

By lam I had enjoyed a nightcap in the ele¬ 
gant Ritrovo bar and was fast asleep in my 
stylish Alpine chalet. 

My friend was meeting Dane Bowers - the 
ex-Another Level singer was in town to judge 
a karaoke contest. She would later spend the 
night conked out on her bathroom floor, hug¬ 
ging the lavatory. 

Welcome to the Pragelato Village Resort, 
which lies around one hour from Turin and 
1,534m up the Italian Alps. It’s only a short ski 
from the piste-and-party capital of Sauze 
d’Oulx - and yet a whole lifetime away 

Built to accommodate TV crews during the 
2006 Winter Olympics, the resort was upgrad¬ 
ed to five-star splendour last December. 

Pragelato’s ‘executive apartments’ - one half 
of an Alpine lodge - retain a homely feel but 
with stylish touches, including plasma screen 
TVs, a DVD home cinema system, power 
showers and luxury linens.

While there is nothing snooty about 
Pragelato, this is a year-round resort which 
clearly caters for those looking to step up from 
the cheap-and-cheerful packages of their 
youth. 

Apres-ski, for example, takes place in Cafe 
Bergian - where tired legs can stretch out on 
cavernous sofas. 

Or how about a spa treatment? If the 


jacuzzi, heated pool, bubbling foot spas, three 
saunas and Turkish bath in the Daniela 
Steiner spa can’t ease the pain caused by a day 
on the slopes, then masseurs and beauty ther¬ 
apists are standing by to lend a hand. 

When it comes to food and drink, the empha¬ 
sis is on quality over quantity Half-board 
guests can choose from two restaurants, La 
Tuccia or the more rustic La Taverna. 

Or, for a heavenly gastronomic experience - 
with fittingly astronomic price tag - diners 
can opt for the posh Pan Beni restaurant, 
where ingredients include exquisite white 
truffles from nearby Alba. 

Pragelato has 440km of pistes just eight 
minutes from your doorstep, with slopes for 
every level of ability 

The best way to access the Milky Way ski 
area - which links Sestriere, Sauze d’Oulx, 
Sansicario, Cesana and Claviere - is to hop on 
the brand new cable car, handily situated just 
20 metres from the resort’s main reception. 

This will take you to a mid-station from 
where you can ski to Sestriere, the ugly but 
functional resort originally built by the Fiat 
car company and now home to a large ski 
school with English-speaking instructors. 

The resort will provide transport to Sestriere 
for novices who may not fancy tackling an icy 
red run before their very first lesson. 

With an ice rink and driving range alongside 
the resort, and a conference centre featuring 
more facilities under construction, Pragelato 
looks set to become an all-year playground. 

My advice is to get in early and avoid the 
rush. It certainly beats a night on the town 
with Dane Bowers.

children can feel safer. One of these 
methods is Text Someone, which the school 
employs to combat cyber bullying. 

Mrs Morris said: “In the last few years we 
have noticed bullies have switched to using 
sites like MySpace and Bebo to send their 
messages, or they text late at night when 
they know their victim is vulnerable. 

24-hour help 

“The children are given a number to 
forward the message to. The number is 24- 
hours so we usually know who is making 
calls the next day” 

At the school the aim is to ensure the 
bullies have to confront what they have 
done. Mrs Morris runs an anti-bullying 
club, helped by sixth formers, where 
children under threat can talk about their 
problems. 

Once the problem is in the open the school 
can take action. Usually the miscreant is 
hauled in front of their peers and asked to 
explain their 

behaviour. In the case 
of physical assaults 
police come to the 
school. 

Mrs Morris said: 
“We have the 
wholehearted 
support of the 
parents in the things 
we do. It’s a team 
effort. When the bully 
is put in front of other 
children and asked to 
explain, they become 
very uncomfortable. 
Of course you get a 
minority you can’t do 
anything with at first 
- it is a long process.” 

To nip bullying in 
the bud, Mrs Morris 
and the club are 
dispatched to local 
primary schools to 
spread the message. 

She said: “It can be 
very daunting for a 
child coming from a 
small school which 
has, say, only 60 
pupils to one where 
there are 1,400.” 

At worst bullying 
can drive vulnerable 
children to suicide.

Mrs Morris said: (t We have been running 
this scheme successfully for five years and 
the pupils who were first introduced to it 
are now in the sixth form and taking an 
increasing part in the running of the club.” 

Everybody at Chaucer is on the look-out, 
from dinner ladies to the youngest pupil. 

Mrs Morris said: ‘We had a youngster 
who had just come to the school and he saw 
a girl in his year being bullied. He didn’t 
know her name but he came to us and we 
showed him pictures and he was able to 
pick out the girl who was being bullied and 
the people who were doing it. 

Immediate response 

“When we introduced Text Someone we 
told pupils about it in assembly and 
straight away we got a response. 

“When we confront pupils who have sent 
messages they always know they have no 
excuse because it is there in black and 
white. Once we see the text we call in the 
parents who back our action because no 
one likes to think their child is a bully.” 

Stephen Clarke is managing director of 
Text Someone. He outlined the system to 
the school last year and the system is being 
extended across the country 

He said: ‘We realised that bullying goes 
beyond the school gates and teachers 
needed a way to combat that. 

“Usually we go to a school and demonstrate 
the system. The school gets a 24-hour, seven 
days a week, system. Messages from the 
victims are 100 per cent secure. As soon as 
we get a message the school is alerted and 
they can take the necessary steps they need. 
We have been running the system for the last 
two years and there is no doubt it has been a 
success. As well as stopping bullying it cuts 
truancy because the victims are no longer 
afraid to come to school.”

Parents asked to speak up 
about test change ideas 


PARENTS are being polled over possible 
changes to the county’s secondary school 
admission process. 

Kent County Council is proposing pupils sit 
the Kent Test in September to allow parents to 
know the result before they apply for a 
secondary school space. Currently, parents 
make the applications without knowing if 
their son or daughter has passed. 

Cabinet member for education operations, 
resources and skills, Mark Dance, said: ‘We 
welcome people’s views on this proposal. There 
is no doubt that changing the existing 
arrangements would have a major impact, it is 
right to ask the question and get feedback.” 

Around 27,000 tests county-wide have to be 
marked, with the proposal seeing results 
delivered by October in time to complete the 
relevant forms the following month. 

Earlier this year the government published 


its School Admission Code. It says that it is 
good practice for grammar schools, and other 
schools which select by ability, to make sure 
parents have the results of entry tests before 
they make their decision about a school. 

Mr Dance added: ‘We do not have to make 
this change, but if parents overwhelmingly 
support it, then we will.” 

Council bosses insist the Kent Test difficulty 
will not alter as a result of the proposals. 

Grammar schools, who rank pupils by scores 
in the test, will not determine their cut-off 
score for admissions until they have been able 
to rank everyone who has applied for a place.

If the changes are agreed the first group of 
children affected would be those due to start 
secondary school in September 2009.

Stand-up's TV sitcom, 
more than just Jack

DOUR-faced comic Jack Dee’s 
second series of Lead Balloon 
started last week and the 
indicators are good that he has a 
real success on his hands this time 
around. 

The first series was shown last year on 
BBC4 and became a word-of-mouth hit with 
enough top comedy moments - re-lived the 
following day in offices across the country - to 
ensure that by the end of its run, the show had 
earned a loyal fan base. 

The repeats on BBC2 helped new viewers 
catch up, and soon Jack seemed to have made 
it where so many other stand-ups had failed 
and made a decent sitcom. 

The show which he co-wrote with Pete 
Sinclair was bom in 2004 as Jack, 45, was 
ending a 100-date tour of the UK. 

In an interview with The Times last year 
Jack explained: “I had lost count of the 
number of interviews I had done with local 
papers and radio stations in the last few 
months. They all ask the same questions, the 
favourite of which is: Where do you get your 
ideas from?’ 

“I never know how to answer that. They just 
come to you, don’t they? That’s why they are 
called ideas. As I put the phone down on yet 
another witless (both ways, I should stress) 
interview, I remember wondering idly if any of 
this could be turned into a TV show” 

His final live show was on July 7. Jack 
explained: “London had ground to a stunned 
halt after the bombings. The theatre 
management were concerned that not enough 
staff would be able to get to work for the show

to go ahead. I was concerned that, even if the 
staff did make it, would the audience? The 
show was sold out but it was hard to imagine 
all 3,500 of them just arriving as if nothing 
was wrong.” 

In fact more than 250 people got to the 
theatre. “That is about enough to fill the first 
three rows in that barn of a place,” he said. “To 
keep those people laughing for the evening in 
a difficult situation at the end of such a 
horrible day gives you a sense of achievement 
that you take for granted on easier nights. 


“After the show I went for a meal with my 
agent Addison Cresswell and a few friends. 
Addison asked me if I’d read a script that I had 
been sent. It was for a sitcom that was to be 
made that autumn, and there was a lead part 
if I wanted it. The script was fine, but it just 
didn’t excite me very much so I told Addison 
that I was going to pass on it. 

“I had always wished I could do a show 
about a comedian, his life and his work, and 
how the two impacted on one other. 

“So I started to write about this character 
and picture his home-life, family and friends. 
Would this interest anyone who wasn’t a 
comedian? I thought it would - after all, it is 
only superficially about his work. The comedy 
is provided by his neuroses and conflict. Most 
of us understand a little bit about that.” 

Some critics have criticised him for simply 
playing himself in the series where his 
character, comedian and writer Rick Spleen, is 
a miserable, negative and angry man... or 
simply Jack’s on-stage stand-up persona. 

But that underestimates the comic’s acting 
ability In 1991 he landed the British Comedy 
Award for best stage newcomer which led to 
his long-standing appearances on TV. 

But that same year, Jack made his first 
appearance in a dramatic role in an episode of 
the BBC1 drama The Ambassador, with 
Pauline Collins as well as the BBC1 drama 
Silent Witness with Amanda Burton. 

Jack who was born in Petts Wood, appeared 
in Granada Television’s comedy drama, The 
Grimleys and in 2004 starred in two full- 
length comedy dramas: as a political fixer in 
the critically acclaimed BBC1 political romp

Relief doubles but 
Brits want more 

CHANGES to Inheritance Tax (IHT) 
rules outlined in this year’s Pre-Budget 
Report do not go far enough, a property 
website has warned. 

The changes mean couples can 
combine their £300,000 individual 
allowance to make the threshold 
£600,000 with immediate effect. 

However, a survey by independent 
property portal HotProperty.co.uk has 
revealed these changes will not appease 
homeowners. 

Furthermore, the much anticipated 
reforms to Stamp Duty Land Tax 
(SDLT) were not forthcoming. 

Buyers currently pay a flat rate of one 
per cent on the purchase of properties over 
£125,000; three per cent on properties 
over £250,000 and four per cent on those 
bought for more than £500,000. 

In Hot Property’s poll, 85 per cent of 
people wanted the threshold raised. 

HotProperty.co.uk’s Shawn Luetchens 
commented: “The increase to the 
inheritance tax threshold was a positive 
step, but with house prices rising 
steadily for a decade, it was never going 
to deliver the relief taxpayers were 
looking for. What’s more, stamp duty 
reforms were much anticipated - even a 
small rise would have been a helping 
hand for first time buyers.” 

What's happened 
to our quirkiness? 

BRITAIN is renowned for its country 
cottages and unique towns and cities, 
but with the shortage of housing seeing 
more and more bland developments 
being built to fill the void, where does 
this leave our sense of style? 

Many blame the makeover shows for 
our lack of imagination and daring. 
Others believe we have to be in a 
constant state of readiness for sale with 
neutral shades and de-personalised 
homes. 

Standardised developments make it 
difficult to get character into our living 
spaces, but why not paint rooms our 
favourite colour and surround ourselves 
with all those personal collections and 
random travel memorabilia that 
actually mean something to us? 

OK, when we want to sell the property 
we should present it in the best possible 
way to help make the sale, but in the 
meantime let’s not forget that we 
actually live here. These are our homes. 


SIXTY per cent of new 
homeowners struggle to decorate 
and furnish their houses due to the 
rising cost of property, according to 
new research. 

The study by home insurer More Th>n 
found that after paying high prices to buy 
their homes people are left struggling to make 
the improvements they want. 

The figures show that over a third (35 per 
cent) just do the basics such as painting the 
walls, and a further quarter stretch 
themselves so far they are not even able to do 
that. 

It was also found that when it comes to 
buying things to furnish their homes, Brits 
only spend on average £972 a year - equating

to just £19 a week. 

The findings are disheartening but not 
surprising when you consider how much first 
time buyers have to extend themselves to 
purchase their home coupled with the impact 
of rising mortgage rates over the last year. 

And it seems it’s not just first time buyers 
facing the furnishing crisis. Those higher up 
the ladder are struggling to find the money to 
decorate when moving to larger homes. 

Indeed, this seems to be true amongst my 
own circle. Someone I know, who shall remain 
nameless on the grounds I want to stay 
friends, is still eating his meals from garden 
furniture in the kitchen - minus the umbrella, 
it has to be said - because he simply cannot 


afford to fork out for a dining table and chairs. 

Another friend has lived without carpets for 
12 months. She said: “I planned on buying 
them within my first year of moving in but my 
mortgage has gone up so I just don’t have any 
spare cash at the end of each month.” 

Interestingly, the survey also showed that 42 
per cent of the nation would prefer to spend 
more money on high tech gadgets such as 
laptops and widescreen TV’s than essential 
items such as beds, furniture and kitchen 
equipment. Only a quarter (24 per cent) 
consider these essentials to be important. 

So, maybe it’s not just higher house prices 
affecting the affordability of decorating and 
furnishing our homes but also a reflection of a 
change in our priorities? 

Incidentally, my friend with the garden 
furniture in the kitchen does have a super

We're entitled to an 
extra four days holiday 

EMPLOYERS have been reminded that 
their employees are now entitled to 24 
days’ holiday a year. 

The Working Time (Amendment) 
Regulations 2007 state that employees 
who work a five-day week may now take 
4.8 weeks’ (24 days) holiday, up from four 
weeks (20 days) from October 1. 

Matthew Dugdale, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “Employers do not reis¬ 
sue contracts of employment - however, 
staff must be informed in writing of the 
increased holiday entitlement. 

“Part-time workers must receive annu¬ 
al leave equal to 4.8 times their usual 
working week, irrespective of what days 
of the week they normally work.” 

No ifs or butts, just a 
large fine for littering 

SMOKERS who light up outside to avoid 
the smoking ban can face severe fines if 
they fail to dispose of their butts. 

In a test case introduced before the 
smoking ban was introduced, a woman 
in Nottingham was issued with a fixed 
penalty notice of £75 after dropping a 
cigarette butt in the street. 

When she failed to pay the fine, and 
failed to appear in court, the fine was 
increased to £350 and she was ordered to 
pay costs. The total fine came to £522.66. 

Beth Macklin, of Kingsley Smith 
Solicitors, said: “There are indications 
councils throughout the UK are taking 
an increasingly strong line on littering 
and other seemingly minor offences.”

FAMILY-OWNED small busi¬ 
nesses are prospering, according 
to a study by BT Business. 

The report found that 44 per cent of small 
businesses across Kent were owned and 
managed by families, and that 39 per cent 
of family-owned companies were run by 
husband-and-wife teams. 

The study discovered that more than 60 
per cent of small businesses in Kent felt 
that new technology, such as broadband 
internet access, had improved their produc¬ 
tivity and reduced administrative work. 

Terry Hughes, regional director for BT 
Local Business South East, commented: “It 
is fantastic to see the South East small 
business community thriving, particularly 
with family-run companies.” 

Many small businesses felt that technolo¬ 
gy had provided them with original and 
imaginative opportunities, according to Mr 
Hughes, as use of the internet gave compa¬ 
nies an impact online that gave them an 
appeal outside their immediate area. 

“Technology has enabled these small 
businesses to effectively run from locations 
that previously may have been deemed a 
risk,” said Mr Hughes.
